Sale  is  a  pleasant  residential  borough,  situated  about  5^  miles  south-west 
of  Manchester,  astride  the  main  road  to  Chester  and  North  Wales,  There  are  a 
few  light  industries  within  the  district,  but  the  majority  of  the  working 
population  is  employed  in  the  neighbouring  industrial  areas  of  Broadheath  and 
Trafford  Park,  or  in  the  business  houses  of  Manchester. 


During  the  five  years  between  the  incorporation  of  the  Borough  and  the  war 
almost  3,000  good  class  residential  houses  were  built,  about  90$  of  them  for 
private  owners,  and  this  has  served  to  raise  the  average  standard  of  housing 
in  the  area. 


There  is  one  main  and  several  subsidiary  shopping  centres,  and  the  town  is 
provided  with  over  100  acres  of  publicly  owned  parks  and  open  spaces  for 
recreational  purposes,  and  two  golf  courses.

604  live  births  (336  males  and  268  females)  were  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  compared  with  557  during  1952.  Of  this  number  585  were  legitimate 
and  19  illegitimate  (3.1%).  In  addition  there  were  14  still  births  (7  males 
and  7  females)  2  of  which  were  illegitimate. 


Despite  the  rise  of  8%  in  the  number  of  births  as  compared  with  last 
year  the  live  birth  rate  at  14.  0  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  still  well 
below  the  average  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  which  rose  to  15.5. 
To  have  achieved  the  national  average  rate  (allowing  for  the  comparability 
factor)  would  have  required  a  total  of  704  births  in  Sale  during  the  year. 


The  still  birth  rate  at  0.32  per  thousand  of  the  population,  or  22.65 
per  thousand  total  births,  comparea  with  national  rates  of  0.35  and  22»4 
respectively.  The  local  live  and  still  birth  rates  in  Sale  during  1952 
were  12.9,  0.  30  and  23.3  respectively. 


Deaths 

444  Sale  residents  died  during  the  year  of  which  237  were  males  and  207 
females.  This  represents  a  death  rate  of  10.3  per  thousand  of  the  population 
compared  with  an  average  of  11.4  for  England  and  Wales.  Last  year's  death 
rate  for  Sale  was  10.  9. 

Table  II  classifies  the  deaths  according  to  sex,  age,  and  cause.  As  in  the 
past  years  the  majority  of  male  deaths  were  spread  fairly  evenly  over  the  age 
groups  from  45  upwards,  whereas  almost  half  the  female  deaths  occurred  at  over 
75  years,  and  three  quarters  of  them  at  over  65.  The  -average  age  at  death  for  men 
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rose  from  64  to  67  while  that  for  women  fell  from  70  to  68.  Heart  diseases 
have  again  headed  the  list  of  causes  of  death  both  in  men  and  women,  79  men 
and  51  women  dying  from  such  diseases.  Second  place  in  this  table  has 
now  been  taken  by  cancer  which  accounted  for  no  fever  than  90  deaths 
(44  men  and  46  women)  and  although  it  was  not  the  primary  cause  of  death 
contributed  to  those  of  three  other  men  and  another  woman.  Table  V 
classifies  the  site  of  the  original  growth  in  these  cases  and  the  notable 
points  are  that  thirteen  men  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung  compared  with 
one  woman,  in  other  words'  this  disease  accounted  for  one  out  of  every 
eighteen  male  deaths,  and  these  occurred  at  an  average  age  of  59  years 
compared  with  the  general  average  of  67  referred  to  above;  while  cancers 
of  the  stomach  and  intestine  were  the  commonest  in  both  sexes. 

The  third  most  numerous  cause  of  death  was  intracranial  vascular 
disease  (clot  on  the  brain  and  cerebral  haemorrhage)  which  was  responsible 
for  71  deaths,  while  respiratory  conditions  accounted  for  51  deaths  apart 
from  6  from  influenza. 

Infantile  Mortality 

9  children  (4  males  and  5  females)  died  before  reaching  their  first 
birthday.  As  will  be  seen  from  Table  IV  7  of  these  died  within  the  first 
three  weeks  of  life.  In  no  case  did  the  basic  cause  of  death  occur  after 
the  birth  of  the  child,  and  it  is  becoming  increasingly  certain  that  if 
infantile  mortality  is  to  be  further  reduced,  research  must  be  aimed  at 
preventing  conditions  which  arise  during  the  ante  natal  period,  especially 
premature  birth,  and  during  the  time  of  birth,  due  either  to  prolonged 
or  over  short  labour. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  14.  9  per  thousand,  which  is  just 
over  half  the  national  rate  of  26.8,  and  is  an  improvement  on  last  year's 
figure  of  16. 1. 

Maternal  Mortality 

One  Sale  resident  died  from  conditions  associated  with  child  bearing, 
the  circumstances  being  such  as  to  give  rise  to  a  Coroner's  investigation. 

This  was  the  first  maternal  death  since  1949.

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SECTION  B 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


There  was  a  marked  fall  in  the  number  of  notified  infectious  diseases 
as  compared  with  last  year,  almost  entirely  accounted  for  by  the  very 
many  fewer  cases  of  measles.  Total  notifications  were  260,  whereas  last 
year  there  were  721. 

Another  notable  point  is  the  reduction  in  the  occurrence  of  whooping 
cough,  which  was  only  half  as  prevalent  as  last  year.  It  may  well  be  that  we 
are  beginning  to  find  the  benefit  of  immunisation  against  this  disease,  and 
more  particularly  the  effect  of  the  newer  and  more  powerful  vaccines.  The 
diphtheria  immunisation  procedures  have  again  showed  their  benefit,  in  that 
we  have  been  free  from  this  disease  for  three  years  now. 

Measles 

An  outbreak  of  measles  was  in  progress  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
and  this  accounted  for  many  of  the  103  cases  which  occurred  during  the  year  - 
in  fact  we  were  almost  free  of  this  disease  during  the  second  half  of  1953. 

This  compared  very  favourably  with  the  previous  year  when  527  cases  of 
measles  occurred. 

The  case  incidence  was  2.39  per  thousand  compared  with  last  year's  12.2 
and  was  less  than  a  fifth  of  the  national  incidence  of  12.  36  for  this  year. 

Whooping  cough 

The  incidence  of  whooping  cough,  too,  was  well  below  that  encountered 
in  the  country  as  a  whole  being  only  ]_  06  per  thousand  compared  with  a 
national  figure  of  3.58.  This  represented  A6  cases. 

Immunisation  of  infants  against  whooping  cough  was  continued  during  the 
year,  282  children  being  protected,  most  of  them  during  the  first  year  of  life. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  will  contribute  to  a  reduction  in  the 
incidence  and  severity  of  the  disease  in  the  coming  years. 

Scarlet  fever 

65  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  all  sporadic  except  for  a  group  of 
about  a  dozen  occurring  within  a  fortnight  in  May, 

Diphtheria 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year.  One  suspected  case 
was  proved  not  to  be  suffering  from  a  diphtheritic  infection,  but  to  be  only 
a  severe  tonsillitis. 

During  the  year  285  children  were  immunised  before  reaching  their  first 
birthday,  and  the  numbers  attending  for  "booster"  injections  about  the  time 
of  their  admission  to  school  is  likewise  very  satisfactory. 

Poliomyelitis 

Three  sporadic  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year  in  children 
between  the  ages  of  three  months  and  fifteen  years.  In  one  case  there  was  a 
possible  association  with  a  case  in  another  area  but  no  source  of  infection 
could  be  traced  in  the  other  two.  The  incidence  was  almost  identical 
with  the  average  for  the  whole  country, 
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Alimentary  Infections 


No  cases  of  enteric  fever  or  food  poisoning  were  notified  during 
the  year,  but  19  cases  of  dysentery  were  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Department.  Mast  of  these  occurred  as  a  single  outbreak  affecting 
members  of  families  living  in  a  small  circumscribed  area.  The  outbreak 
was  fully  investigated  but  the  initial  source  of  infection  was  not 
definitely  identified. 

Tuberculosis 

20  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  17  in  1952.  In  addition  3  cases  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  diagnosed. 

6  of  the  respiratory  cases  came  to  light  during  a  visit  of  the 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  the  Borough  during  February  and  March.  A  full 
report  on  this  visit  was  made  to  the  Council  but  the  following  summary 
is  included  because  of  the  importance  which  must  be  placed  on  the  work 
of  such  units  The  Borough  was  regarded  as  essentially  residential, 
with  the  exception  of  one  firm  at  which  there  was  a  77$  response  from 
the  employees  and  examinations  were  arranged  on  an  individual  basis 
through  an  appointments  bureau  in  the  Health  Department.  In  all  2361 
adults  and  849  school  children  were  examined,  of  whom  95$  were  found 
to  be  normal.  Of  the  remainder  37  were  found  to  have  tuberculous 
conditions  and  90  non-tuberculous  (including  one  early  case  of  cancer 
of  the  lung).  Included  in  the  tuberculous  group  were  6  active  cases, 
and  of  the  81  inactive  cases,  35  were  referred  for  further  supervision 
either  by  their  own  practitioners  or  at  the  Chest  Clinic.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  many  residents  in  the  Borough  visit  Units  in  other  districts 
where  they  work  the  response  must  be  considered  very  satisfactory,  and 
the  results  well  worth  while. 

The  following  six  tables  givS  statistics  of  the  various  cases 
of  infectious  disease  including  tuberculosis  (Tables  VI  to  XI j.

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SECTION  C 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
Local  Health  Authority  Services 

These  are  provided  in  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

1%j6,  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  although  there  is  a  degree  of  local 
administrative  control  by  the  Sale  and  Lyrnm  Divisional  Health  Committee, 

These  services  are  listed,  and  an  account  of  their  working  given,  in  the 
report  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  which  is  printed  as  an  Appendix 
to  this  report. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  established  in  the  grounds  of 
Monsall  Hospital  at  Manchester  carries  out  most  of  the  bacteriological  work 
for  the  Borough,  end  for  general  practitioners  in  the  area.  A  collection 
system  has  been  arranged  whereby  practitioners  in  the  area  can  leave  specimens 
at  the  Health  Department;  collection  is  made  by  the  laboratory  staff  daily. 

This  has  enabled  reports  to  be  made  about  six  hours  earlier  than  would  be 
possible  otherwise.  Positive  reports  are  telephoned  through  from  the  laboratory, 

131  specimens  were  examined  during  the  year  as  follows 

36  throat  swabs  of  which  10  were  positive  for  haemolytic  streptococci, 

82  faecal  specimens  for  dysentery  and  salmonella  infection,  of 
which  2 A  were  positive. 

2  blood  specimens  for  dysentery  and  salmonella  infection,  one  of 
which  was  positive. 

11  sputa  for  tuberculosis,  2  of  which  were  positive. 

Diagnostic  specimens  for  suspected  cases  of  venereal  disease  are  dealt 
with  at  Withington  Hospital,  Manchester. 

Hospital  and  Specialist  Services 

(a)  General  hospital  services. 

Although  general  hospital  beds  are  available  at  the  Sale  and  Brooklands 
War  Memorial  Hospital,  the  majority  of  cases  are  sent  to  the  Altrincham  General 
Hospital  or  one  of  the  Manchester  hospitals. 

(b)  Infectious  diseases. 

Cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  because  of  the  severity  of  their 
illness  are  admitted  to  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester,  at  the  request  of  the 
general  practitioner.  Where  conditions  prevent  isolation  of  the  patient 
at  home,  arrangements  for  admission  are  made  through  the  Health  Department. 
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(c)  Smallpox. 


Smallpox  cases  are  treated  in  the  Ainsworth  Hospital,  Bury,  transport 
being  provided  by  the  Manchester  Ambulance  Service. 

(d)  Jlatemity  cases. 

There  is  a  16-bed  maternity  v/ard  at  the  Sale  and  Brooklands  War 
Memorial  Hospital.  Other  maternity  hospitals  are  at  Altrincham,  Bov/dan 
and  Manchester. 


(e)  Venereal  diseases.

Hospital  Sandbach,  Barony  Hospital  Nantwich  together  with  Nithington 

Hospital  iianchester.  It  is  always  extremely  difficult  to  get  accommodation 

for  chronic  sick  patients,  all  the  hospitals  having  an  extensive 

waiting  list,  and  because  of  the  slow  ra.te  of  turnover. patients  often 

have  to  wait  six  months  or  even  more  before  it  is  possible  to  admit. 

Particular  difficulty  arises  in  the  cases  of  those  who  require 

admission  because,  while  not  being  seriously  ill,  they  have  no-one 

to  give  adequate  care  at  home.  These  old  people  are  often  very 

loath  to  go  into  hospital  but  generally  they  can  be  persuaded. to  do 

so  if  a  vacancy  can  be  obtained  for  them.  oome  priority  is  given 

to  the  admission  of  these  cases  but  even  so  it  is  often  very 

difficult  to  find  accommodation. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  apply  the  provisions  of 
Section  h-7  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  19A8,  during  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Climatic  conditions  during  1033 

I  an  indebted  to  the  Sevrage  Works  Manager  for  information  collected 
at  the  net eoro logical  station  at  the  sewage  works  from  which  the  following 
sumary  lias  been  prepared. 

Weather  conditions  during  the  year  followed  a  sinilar  pattern  to  last 
year,  except  that  there  was  a  warn  period  at  the  end  of  April  and  in  early 
Hay. 

The  total  rainfall  was  very  much  below  average  at  26.91  inches,  rain 
falling  on  168  days.  August  achieved  the  distinction  of  being  the  wettest 
month  with  3.88  inches,  while  July  with  3.60  inches  was  a  close  second, 
rain  falling  on  22  days  in  this  month. 

There  were  nearly  200  hours  more  sunshine  recorded  than  in  last  year, 
the  total  being  over  1317-5-  hours.  This  was  spread  over  266  days. 

hater  Suiyly 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  provided  by  Manchester  Corporation. 

There  are  now  in  the  district  only  four  dwellings  which  rely  on  well  supplies. 

Drainage  and  sewage  disposal 

There  was  no  change  in  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements 
during  the  year. 

The  works,  'which  can  deal  with  a  dry  weather  flow  of  two  million 
gcollons  per  day,  take  all  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  and  of  the  Brooklands 
area  of  Manchester.  After  ae dimentation  and  biological  filtration  the 
effluent  discharges  into  the  Iiiver  Mersey. 

Atmospheric  pollution 

In  addition  to  the  gauges  which  have  been  operating  in  the  Borough  for 
some  years,  which  measure  the  monthly  totals  of  soot  falling  to  the  ground 
and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air,  new  equipment  was  installed  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  October  which  measures  the  amount  of  fine  smoke  particles  floating  in  the 
atmosphere,  such  as  are  inhaled  into  the  lungs.  These  records  are  taken 
daily  and  are  being  correlated  with  wind  direction  readings  received  from 
Ringway  Airport,  so  that  sources  of  pollution  can  be  more  accurately  identified. 
It  will  be  appreciated  that  sufficient  readings  had  not  been  taken  by  the 
end  of  the  year  to  draw  any  conclusions. 

There  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  total-  soot  deposit  but  it  was  still  over 
lZj.0  tons  per  square  mile.  The  amount  of  acid  fumes  in  the  atmosphere  due 
to  the  combustion  of  sulphur  in  co.nl  and  other  fuels  remained  just  as  high 
as  in  previous  years. 

Swiming  baths 

There  is  only  one  indoor  swam -jpg  bath  in  the  Borough  ond  this  j.s  oimed 

by  the  Corporation.  It  has  a  capacity  of  66,000  gallons  and  has  been 
greatly  improved  by  the  installation  of  a  more  efficient  filtration  and 
chlorination  plant  which  provides  for  purification  of  the  whole  of  the  water 
every  2-y  hours  whilst  swimming  is  in  progress.  A  new  scum  channel  ensures 
continual  removal  of  floating  material  from  the  bath.  There  are  also  six 
slipper  baths  available. 
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Cemeteries 


There  is  one  cemetery  at  Brooklands  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  occupying 
on  area  of  20  acres.  The  interments  in  1953  numbered  304.  This  cemetery  was 
opened  in  1862  under  the  control  of  a  Burial  Board,  and  it  was  taken  oyer  by 
the  Sale  Urban  District  Council  in  1895.  There  are  also  two  other  burial 
grounds  in  the  town,  one  at  St.  Martin’s  Church  and  one  at  the  Friends'  Meeting 
House  in  Park  Road. 

Mortuary 

The  new  mortuary  situated  between  the  Church  and  Chapel  in  the  cemetery 
v/as  completed  in  September  and  provides  very  adequate  services  for  the  .Borough. 
There  is  a  refrigerator  cabinet  to  hold  six  bodies  and  very  good  facilities  for 
post  mortem  examinations  have  been  provided. 

The  use  of  the  mortuary  for  coroners  cases  is  controlled  by  the  police,  but 
the  accommodation  for  bodies  pending  burial,  which  con  be  very  necessary  for 
persons  living  in  small  overcrov/ded  houses,  is  under  the  control  of  the  Cemetery 

Superintendent. 

In  all  the  mortuary  was  used  for  the  reception  of  2 4  bodies  during  the  year, 
and  20  autopsies  were  carried  out. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Mersey  Rivers  Board  deal  with  eny  matters  concerning  rivers  pollution 
within  the  Borough.  No  occasion  has  arisen  during  the  year  where  the  Board  has 
had  to  take  action  in  Sale. 

Closet  accommodation 

The  majority  of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  have  v/ater  closets  but 
there  is  a  small  number  of  closets  of  the  conservancy  type  at  cottages  and  farms 
in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district.  During  the  year  three  waste  water ^closets 
v/ere  converted  to  fresh  Y/ater  closets  and  individual  flushing  tanks  were  fitted 
to  eleven  closets  at  St.  Anne's  School. 

Storage  of  petroleum 

Forty-six  licences  are  in  operation  relating  to  premises  used  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirits. 

Hackney  carriages 

Twenty-six  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  relative  to  vehicles  used 
for  the  purpose  of  plying  for  hire  within  the  Borough. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal 

Two  Karrier,  one  Dennis  and  three  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  freighters  are  used  for 
refuse  collection  together  v/ith  two  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tippers.

HOUSING 


281  Corporation  houses  v/ere  completed  during  the  year  bringing  the  total 
number  of  dwellings  owned  by  the  Corporation  to  1,538  in  addition  to  a  few 
requisitioned  buildings. 

At  the  sane  tine  there  was  a  definite  increase  in  the  rate  of  private 
building,  and  it  would  appear  that  this  will  soon  be  much  greater.  In  an 
area  such  as  Sale  there  is  always  a  large  demand  for  houses  to  purchase 
and  as  restrictions  are  raised,  it  is  likely  that  the  number  of  people  anxious 
to  build  houses  in  the  Borough  will  increase,  because  of  its  excellent  rail 
facilities  and  road  communi  cat  ions  with  lianchester  and  other  neighbouring 
industria.l  areas. 

Despite  this  increase  in  building,  the  list  of  applicants  for  Corporation 
houses  did  not  diminish  greatly  but  the  Council  have  been  able  to  give 
more  consideration  to  the  possibility  of  slum  clearance  and  rehousing  of  all 
the  remaining  occupants  of  the  Bank  Street  and  Brook  Street  Clearance  Area 
was  completed  during  the  year.

The  supervision  of  milk  production  is  undertaken  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Pisheries  and  local  authorities  are  only  responsible  for 
the  distribution  side  of  the  milk  supplies.

;tnte-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  are  held  at  the  T/elfare  Centre, 
Chapel  Road,  Dale  three  times  a  month  and  are  conducted  by  Dr.  B.  Jones. 

There  has  been  a  small  but  definite  improvement  in  the  attendances 
at  these  clinics  during  the  year,  which  it  is  hoped  will  continue  in  the 
ruture.  It  had  been  hoped  that  arrangements  could  have  been  made  for 
Hie  introduction  O:.  sessions  for  relaxation  exercises  under  the  supervision 
Oi  a  physiotherapist.  Uiifortuiiately  this  has  not  proved  possible  so  far, 
ou.  it  is  ho_-ed  that  they  may  be  started  soon.  These  exercises  prove  of* 
vrcry  great  benefit  to  the  mother  and  child  during  labour,  and  would  be  a 
valuable  extension  to  the  services  already  provided, 

t.he  mam  tasx  oi  Local  Authority  ante-natal  clinics  should  not  be  the 
medical"  care  o  the  expectajnt  mother,  which  is  really  the  province  of  the 
practitioner  or  midwife  who  is  going  to  supervise  the  delivery,  except  in 
those  cases  in  which  the  midwife  is  going  to  be  in  sole  charge  and  she 
i rimes  a.  or  lurcher  advice  from  the  medical  officer  at  the  clinic.  In  my 
o  inion  the  i unction  of  such  clinics  is  the  education  of  the  expectant 
mother  in  all  aspects  of  the  care  end  upbringing  of  her  children* and  to 
c<iis  end  the  facilities  provided,  for  visual  aids  by  the  Voluntary  Committee 
are  invaluable.

mile  the  medical  officers  only  see  a  proportion  of  the  children  attending 
the  clinics,  every  child  is  seen  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  the  success  or 
otherwise  of  a  clinic  depends  in  great  measure  on  them.  The  high  attendances 
at  all  the  clinics  in  the  Division  are  evidence  of  the  value  placed  upon 
their  advice  by  the  mothers ,  who  are  always  only  too  ready  to  come  and  seek 
assistance  in  the  care  of  their  children. 

The  members  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  provide  invaluable  assistance 
in  the  conduct  of  the  clinics,  taking  over  responsibility  for  the 
registration  and  weighing  of  the  children.  It  is  quite  certain  that  the 


clinics  could  not  be  so  successful,  nor  could  they  be  carried  on  without 
increasing  the  staff  if  these  ladies  were  not  present  and,  I  would  like 
once  again  to  express  ray  appreciation  of  their  help.  The  sale  ox  '..'elf are 
Foods  at  the  Chapel  Road  and  Lyrnm  Clinics  is  also  undertaken  by  those 
ladies,  while  that  at  the  oale  Moor  and  Raglan  Road  Clinics  is  dealt  with

HEALTH  VISITING 

The  Health  Visitors  in  the  Division  are  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  but  work  in  full  co-operation  with  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer,  They  are  based  on  the  respective  main  ”relfare  Centres,  four  at 
Chapel  Hoad,  Sale,  and  one  at  Lyuim. 

'.Thile  t he  main  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  is  still  in  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Telfare  Services,  the  sco  e  of  their  duties  becomes  wider  as  the  pattern 
of  the  Local  Authority  Health  Services  provided  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  develops.  Thus,  in  addition  to  attending  the  clinics,  they  visit 
infants  and  yo’mg  children  in  their  homes,  advising  parents  about  their  feeding 
and  general  care  and  development,  and  explaining  the  advantages  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough.  They 
also  visit  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  advise  them  and  their 
f allies  as  to  the  action  they  should  take  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease, 
recoi.imending  contacts  to  have  examinations  to  ensure  they  have  not  contracted 
any  infection.  Their  services  are  now  used  in  visiting  old  people  and  those 
who  have  been  discharged  from  hospital,  and  in  connection  with  the  provision 
of  home  helps.  As  the  service  develops  still  further  they  will  become 
the  advisers  of  all  members  of  the  family  on  health  matters,  and  the  persons 
responsible  for  health  education  in  the  homes  of  all  people  resident  in 
the  Division. 

HOME  NURSING 


This  service  like  the  two  previous  sections  is  also  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  nurses  are  called  in  by  the 
general  practitioners  and  carry  out  their  instructions.  There  are  three 
Homo  Nurses  in  Sale  and  one  at  Lym. 

Nurse  Newbegin,  who  had  been  a  District  Nurse  in  Sale  for  many  years, 
and  transferred  to  the  County  Staff  on  the  appointed  day,  retired  during  the 
year  and  her  place  was  taken  by  Nurse  Dowell,  who  was  previously  serving 
in  a  similar  capacity  at  another  part  of  the  County.

VACCINATION  AND  HUNTS  AT  ION 


Parents  are  offered  free  protection  against  smallpox,  diphtheria  and 
■whooping  cough  for  their  children  either  through  their  own  family  doctors 
or  rt  weekly  clinics  conducted  at  the  Charnel  Road  Centre  by  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer. 


Vaccination  against  smallpox,  carried  out  in  early  infancy,  is  almost 
without  risk,  and  has  virtually  stamped  out  the  disease  in  this  country. 
Primary  vaccination  later  in  life,  possibly  necessitated  by  foreign  travel, 
or  in  the  face  of  on  outbreak  introduced  into  the  country  from  overseas,  can 
give  rise  to  very  severe  reactions  which  do  not  occur  in  infancy  or  on 
revaccination  of  those  previously  protected  in  infancy.  It  is,  therefore,  a. 
very  wise  measure  to  have  children  protected  against  this  disease  during  the 
first  six  months  of  their  lives. 

Diphtheria,  was  one  of  the  most  fatal  of  all  the  infectious  diseases  of 
childhood,  but  thanks  go  the  effect  of  the  immunisation  procedures  introduced 
originally  over  twenty  years  ago,  but  not  developed  on  any  sc ado  until  the 
early  years  of  the  war,  the  occurrence  of  a  single  case  of  this  disease  is 
a  rare  event  in  these  days. 

Y/hooping  cough  is  a  most  distressing  complaint  at  any  age,  but  is  a 
particularly  dangerous  disease  in  young  infants.  The  protection  offered  by 
available  vaccines  is  not  quite  so  complete  as  that  given  in  the  case  of 
diphtheria  prophylactics,  but  about  8 0/6  of  children  vaccinated  are  fully 
protected  and  if  the  disease  does  develop  in  the  other  2 CP/o  it  is  very  much 
milder  than  in  unprotected  children.  It  is  usual  to  give  a  combined  vaccine 
■which  protects  the  child  both  against  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  following 
a  course  of  three  injections.

AI3ULANCE  SERVICE 

Year  by  year  the  demands  on  the  ambulance  service  have  increased  since 
194.3,  and  this  year  the  increase  ha.s  been  no  less  than  15/°  and  a  record 
distance  of  76,927  miles  was  covered  compared  with  66,925  last  year.  The  total 
mileage  travelled  in  the  transport  of  ca.ses  arising  in  the  Divisional  area 
has  shown  a  similar  increase  from  74,366  to  81,235  i*1  1953. 


Last  year  I  commented  on  tho  very  great  increase  in  mileage  involved 
in  transporting  cases  from  the  Ly/m  area  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
there  has  been  a  reduction  of  over  12fo  in  this  mileage  which  is  14,139  this 
year  compared  with  16,192  last  year. 

In  previous  years  almost  the  whole  of  the  increase  in  mileage  has  arisen 
from  what  can  be  described  as  the  "taxi  service"  portion  of  the  ambulance  calls, 
but  this  year  has  seen  an  increa.se  in  the  number  of  emergency  calls,  as  well 
as  in  the  number  of  journeys  with  treatment  cases,  some  2 y/o  of  the  journeys 
being  emergencies. 


In  view  of  the  delay  in  the  building  of  a  new  ambulance  station  it 
was  decided  to  improve  the  condition  and  amenities  of  the  premises  at  present 
used  by  the  ambulance  staff,  but  it  is  hopped  that  a  start  will  be  made  on  the 
new  station  within  the  next  two  years.

The  services  provided  under  this  heading  have  dealt  in  the  main  v/ith 
sufferers  from  tuberculosis  end  their  families,  especially  in  so  far  as  the 
preventive  aspect  is  concerned,  but  during  the  year  the  care  and  after-care 
services  have  been  extended  to  cover  other  groups  of  sick  or  handicapped 
persons,  including  those  returning  from  hospital  who  require  some  advice 
and  supervision,  other  than  purely  medical  care. 


The  occupational  therapist,  appointed  last  year,  has  extended  her  work, 
assisting  those  who  arc  house-bound  by  reason  of  chronic  disease  or  physical 
handicap  to  occupy  their  time  in  handicrafts,  and  to  make  a  little  money 
by  the  sale  of  the  products  of  their  activities. 

In  the  preventive  field,  a.s  I  have  mentioned  above,  tuberculosis  is  the 
most  important  problem  and.  sufferers  from  this  disease  who  are  at  home  and 
their  fain  lies  are  visited  regularly  to  advise  on  the  precautions  necessary  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  to  other  members  of  the  family  and  to 
friends,  and  to  ensure  that  these  precautions  are  being  carried  out.  Contacts 
are  encouraged  to  go  to  the  Chest  Clinics  for  examination  and  the  protection 
of  child  contacts  by  B.  C.  G.  vaccination  is  recommended.  During  the  year 
37  children  were  given  such  protection.  ’There  there  is  overcrowding  in  the 
house,  and  circumstances  permit,  chalets  can  be  erected  in  the  garden,  in 
which  the  patient  can  live,  enjoying  an  open  air  existence  such  as  is  provided 
at  a  Sanatorium. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  decided  to  extend  the 
B.  C.  G.  vancination  scheme  to  include  susceptible  groups,  especially  adolescents, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  will  soon  be  made  to  offer  such  protection 
to  all  school  leavers.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  scheme  will 
gradually  reduce  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  young  adults,  and.  so  lessen 
the  risk  to  their  children  and  succeeding  generations.

The  cane  and  after  care  services  also  provide  for  persons  suffering  from 
diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  by  making  available  nursing  requisites  such  as 
bed  rests,  bed  pans,  sputum  flasks  etc.  ,  and  wheel  chairs  for  enabling  crippled 
persons  to  get  out  into  the  fresh  air.  Convalescent  treatment  is  also  arranged, 
and  where  necessary  financial  aid  is  granted  for  obtaining  such  treatment. 

Only  two  persons  took  advantage  of  this  facility  during  the  year. 


DOMESTIC  KELPS 


The  domestic  help  service,  providing  assistance  particularly  when  the 
mother  is  ill,  or  during  conf inements,  has  helped  125  cases  during  the  year, 
/.any  of  these  cases  have  had  part  time  assistance,  and  this  is  especially 
the  case  with  elderly  people  who  cannot  quite  manage  all  their  housework 
although  able  to  look  after  themselves  in  large  measure. 

A  new  scale  of  assessment  for  charging  for  the  services  of  domestic 
helps  was  introduced  during  the  year,  and  the  payment  is  now  made  on  the 
basis  of  a  ‘weekly  fixed  charge  lus  an  hourly  charge  for  the  service  given. 

IL'ALTH  EDUCATION 


The  whole  aim  of  Local  Authority  Health  Services  must  always  be  the 
prevention  of  disease  and  promotion  of  a  healthy  population.  This  can  only 
bo  a.chieved  if  the  people  know  how  disease  is  caused,  and  the  rules  of 
healthy  living  and  the  dissemination  of  such  knowledge  necessarily  occupies 
much  of  the  time  of  all  members  of  the  health  service.  This  is  Health 
Education  and  it  is  practised  from  day  to  day  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  the 
home,  at  the  welfare  centres,  and  in  schools. 

Visual  aids  such  as  posters  and  exhibitions  have  their  place  in  such 
schemes  anl  are  to  be  found  in  the  elfare  Centres  of  the  Division.  Lectures 
unfortunately  usually  only  reach  the  converted,  but  if  they  give  the  hearers 
information  which  they  in  turn  can  spread  they  serve  a  valuable  purpose, 
and  for  this  reason  the  Divisional  s t af  f  have  been  glad  to  talk  to  organisati 
during  the  year. 

Keeping  up  to  date  with  new  methods  of  spreading  health  knowledge  is 
important  and  members  of  the  Divisional  staff  have  attended  meetings  on  this 
subject  during  the  year.
